County Commission. 
Wary Of More Taxes 


The county-commission agreed 
this week that it-should hold 
the line and not r aise-taxes 
and urged the county legislative 
delegation to give careful study 
to any bill that would boost the 
county's tax levy. 

County Commission .Chair- 
man Kenneth Foster said it is 
the policy of the board to levy 
only such taxes as are needed 
to take care of county opera- 
tions under the jurisdiction of 
the commission. 

Commissioner Paul Rardin 
pointed out that the commission 
is sometimes unjustly criticized 
for tax increases which are 
brought about by levies outside 
the board's jurisdiction. He not- 
ed that 50 percent of todays 
tax dollar goes to the school 
system and, that another large 
slice of the dollar goes to the 
dozens of special taxing dis- 
tricts which have annual levies. 

‘The entire commission agreed 
that any taxes spent for expan- 
sion of the county’s school sys- 
tem is a needed expenditure to 
|keep pace with the growth of 

the county. 

He noted that many demands 
are made for services which 
cannot be furnished without 
more money. 

Foster said services provided 
to individual by fee offices 
should not be charged to the 
taxpayer but that fees should 
be raised and costs paid by the 
individual who benefits from 
ithe service.
